Armando Valardez, 21- 
months-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Jose Valardez, 1034 Logan 
street, Santa Ana, Is in the 
Orange county hospital today 
fighting a severe cold contract¬ 
ed In an accident that nearly 
cost him his life. 

Armando’s 9-year-old sister 
was bathing Armando yester¬ 
day at the family home. He 
slipped and fell into the water. 
Before his sister could act, the 
baby’s lungs had been filled 
with water. 

Police were called. Santa 
Ana's fire department sent its 
pulmotor squad. Motor Patrol¬ 
man George Boyd, first on the 
scene, started resuscitation ef¬ 
forts and Armando began to 
breathe regularly again. Dr. 
Lawrence Cameron arrived, 
found no need for the pulmotor 
and ordered the child sent to 
the county hospital, where at¬ 
taches said today that Ar¬ 
mando probably would recover. 


Public utilities of California to¬ 
day are making a concerted at¬ 
tack upon the new schedule un¬ 
der which they are taxed by coun¬ 
ties instead of by the state. In 
Orange county nearly $230,000 of 
such taxes have been paid under 
protest, it was revealed today by 
Tax Collector J. C. Lamb. 

This is the largest sum ever 
paid under protest in the history 
of the county, Mr. Lamb said. 

Reasons for Protest 
In general the protests are 
based upon the contentions that 
the present utility taxing pro¬ 
gram is unconstitutional, that the 
state board of equalization arbi¬ 
trarily raised assessed valuations 
without giving the taxpayers no¬ 
tice and a chance to protest, and 
that public utility property has 
been assessed at a higher rate 
than similar property in its vi¬ 
cinity. 

The largest amount paid under 
protest was turned in by the 
Southern California Edison com¬ 
pany, the figure being $109,541.30. 
The Southern California Telephone 
company paid $62,397.13 under 
protest, while the Los Angeles 
Gas and Electric company, which 
owns a plant at Seal Beach, paid 
$41,343.43 under protest. 

Other Amounts Paid 
Other amounts paid under pro¬ 
test include the Associated Tele¬ 
phone .'■ompany, >3,620.65 Indus¬ 
trial Fuel Supply company, $1,- 
856.08; Union Tank Car company, 
$50.76; Pacific Electric Railway 
company, $1,441.85; Standard Oil 
Company of California, $715.84, 
and Petroleum Securities com¬ 
pany, $5,1 (.03. 

The balance of the $229,905.52 
total is made up by payments 
from individuals or small corpor¬ 
ations, which were protested for 
a variety of other reasons. 

Calls It Excessive 
The Southern California Tele¬ 
phone company protested that its 
assessment was excessive and arb¬ 
itrary and was higher than that 
for other property of the same 
class. The Standard Oil company 
said the board of equalization is 
without power to make any as-

York declared he had not of¬ 
fered his story earlier because he 
feared an attempt be made to 
"break” his motion picture career. 

‘You’ll Drop Dead’ 

The cocktail party, on the aft¬ 
ernoon before Miss Todd's body 
was found in a garage near the 
“sidewalk cafe” she operated with 1 
RolawJ. West, was given by Mrs. 
Wallah Ford, wife of the actor. 

Mrs. Ford nas told investiga¬ 
tors that someone with a voice 
exact'y like M‘ss Todd’s • '• phoned 
7,er Sunday afternoon and said: 

“You aro going to drop dead 
when you sec who I’m bringing 
to your party.” 

An autopsy, which fixed the 
cause of Miss Todd's death as 
monoxide poisoning, also indicated 
she met death early Sunday. 

Planned ‘Gag’ 

York declared that he and Lans¬ 
downe were planning a “gag” for 
the amusement of Mrs. Ford’s 
party. 

“I was going to wear a starched 
shirt front with a ribbon across 
the front, and cock a monocle in 
one eye. Lord Lansdowne was 
going to dress similarly. 

“Thelma was going to introduce 
me as the Duke of York, and Lord 
Lansdowne under that title, and 
pretend we actually were mem-

If it does rain more within the 
24-hour period it will be counted 
as a part of this morning’s 
storm, and if it amounts to two 
inches or more before the skies 
finally clear, the winner of the 
contest will be judged on this 
morning's time, 5:30 o’clock.

BAKU, Russia, Dec. 27. UP )— 
Efforts to reach 80 persons, 
stranded for more than a week in 
three small steamers caught in the 
ice of the Caspian sea, have thus 
far been unavailing, authorities 
announced today. 

Airplanes have been forced to 
turn back by snowstorms and 
ships have been unable to cut a 
path through the ice. 

The steamer Edison, one of those 
trapped, has played streams of 
hot water on the ice for 10 hours, 
but succeeded in moving only six 
miles. 


Captain Is Counsel For 
CCC Boy Suspected Of 
Local Store Robbery 


ALIQUIPPA, Pa., Dec. 27. UP )— 
Six persons are dead after sup¬ 
posedly drinking liquor from a 15- 
gallon container which police 
chemists studied today for traces 
of poison. 

Investigators said the liquor 
was drunk in Christmas toasts. 
The victims two women and four 
men -lived within a four-block 
area. 

Mrs. Milka Zarkovich, 45, moth¬ 
er of a six-year-old child, was the 
first to die. She had summoned a 
neighbor, Mike Maravich, 40, early 
Christmas morning, after she be¬ 
came ill. Maravich ministered to 
her, and returned later to find her 
dead. 

Maravich died 24 hours later. 

The authorities reported Mike 
Wasapowsky, 61, died Christmas 
day under similar circumstances. 
Three more died today—Mrs. Anna 
Beckish, 46, John Gora, 50. and 
George Gergich, 51. A seventh per¬ 
son is in a critical condition. 

Police Chief W. L. Ambrose said 
he raided a house upon informa¬ 
tion given by Maravich fore he 
died, arrested the occupant ard 
seized the container. The police 
chief said it contained •’moonshine” 
whisky. 


Civil law and army regulations 
clashed today in Presiding Judge 
G. K. Scovel's court. The brief 
collision occurred when, for prob¬ 
ably the first time in local his¬ 
tory, an army officer appeared 
as counsel for a defendant in a 
criminal case. 

The defendant is Roy Page, San 
Diego, member of a Citizens’ Con¬ 
servation corps camp at Banning. 
He was charged with burglary 
of the Lorenz jewelry store here 
Dec. 21 when, according to re¬ 
ports, he wanted to secure a dia¬ 
mond ring for his sweetheart. 

Asks Probation 

Mr. Page had pleaded guilty in 
justice court here. Today he ap¬ 
plied for probation in superior 
court. 

Capt. Joseph Federbush of the 
Banning CCC camp appeared as 
counsel for the defendant, under 
war department regulations which 
permit him to act in this capacity. 
Everything went along smoothly 
until Judge Scovel said he would 
hold the probation hearing in two 
weeks; Capt. Federbush frowned 
and asked if his client would have 
to be in custody during that time. 
Judge Scovel informed him that 
he would have to remain in jail. 

Hearing Next Friday 

“We have regulations in the 
army, too," replied Capt. Feder¬ 
bush. “If he must stay in jail 
that long, he will have to be dis¬ 
charged from the army unless I 
can show good reason why he 
should not be.” 

When informed that Page could 
be released to his custody if he 
would guarantee his court appear¬ 
ance, Capt. Federbush decided he 
did not want the responsibility. 
Finally the court set the proba¬ 
tion hearing for next Friday. Capt. 
Federbush said he thought he 
could save Mr. Page from be¬ 
ing discharged. 


PASSENGERS ABANDON 
STRANDED STEAMER 

VLADIVOSTOK, Russia, Dec. 
27. CPI — One hundred passengers 
hav* abandoned the stranded 
Sovi.. streamer Lozovski and are 
trekking across eight miles of ice 
to the shore of the Okhotsk sea, it 
was learned today. 

The Lozovski was caught in the 
ice while en route to Vladivostok 
from Sakhalin island, and report¬ 
ed that the ice pressure threatened 
to crush its hull. 

The icebreaker Krassin set out 
to aid the Lozovski, but was itself 
caught in the ice.

Capt. Paul Perigord, professor 
of French civilization, University 
of California at Los Angeles, in 
an address before members of 
three Santa Ana service clubs held 
in the American Legion hall yes¬ 
terday, expressed his complete 
confidence in the American con¬ 
stitution. 

"The constitution,” Captain Peri¬ 
gord said, "is the condensation of 
the political thinking and learning 
of the greatest political thinkers 
of all time. Its origin dates back 
to the ancient times, and today is 
the greatest document of its kind 
ever written by the hand of man. 
Our constitution is not to be 
trifled with, and it is absolute 
folly for anyone to think that our 
constitutional form of government 
can ever successfully be patterned 
after any other form.” 

In discussing the present eco¬ 
nomic crisis, Capt. Perigord ex¬ 
pressed a belief that the great¬ 
est problem confronting civiliza¬ 
tion today is the question of dis¬ 
tribution of goods. 

“We have solved the problem of 
production in that we have enough 
for everybody,” he said. “How¬ 
ever, there are thousands who are 
starving, while still other thou¬ 
sands have plenty. The solution 
to the problem, is to increase the 
purchasing power of the masses. 
Cut down the profits of the pro¬ 
ducers to the point where they 
will have steady incomes and at 
the same time be providing for 
more employes. It is far better 
that a man work for an employ¬ 
er rather than the government, 
he said, and unless business cares 
for our people, then government 
must.”

After the 
car had been traced to Miss Bar¬ 
ber, Orange county deputies kept 
an eye on the Southern Pacific 
depot in Tustin where the pair 
were believed to be staying. 

When Smith and his companion 
were arrested last night, officers 
found two revolvers in Miss Bar¬ 
ber’s possession. Long Beach offi¬ 
cers came to Santa Ana, and in 
company with deputy sheriffs, 
went to the Tustin depot, where 
they found many articles assert- 
edly stolen in Long Beach bur¬ 
glaries. O. P. Smith, station agent 
at Tustin and father of Emerson 
Smith, told officers he was un¬ 
aware of his son's asserted activi¬ 
ties. A truck was called from Long 
Beach and the stolen goods were 
removed there for identification. 

According to records on file in 
the sheriff's office here, Smith had 
been convicted on felony charges 
before, and was on parole from 
Folsom prison. The records show 
that in March, 1921, Smith was 
sentenced to San Quentin for bur¬ 
glary, and was paroled a year 
later. In 1927 he was convicted 
on three counts of first degree rob¬ 
bery and sentenced to Folsom, 
where he was paroled in April, 
1934. 

Sheriff Logan Jackson said that, 
so far as is known, the pair are 
not wanted in Orange county. 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Dec. 
27. <5*1—The Uruguayan govern¬ 
ment. taking strong precautionary 
measures against alarmist rumors 
of an armed revolt, was reported 
today to have decided to hand 
Soviet Minister Alexander Minkin 
and his staff their passports. 

This decision, signifying a 
break in diplomatic relations be¬ 
tween Russia and the only South 
American nation to recognize the 
Soviet government, was attributed 
to ramifications of the November 
extremist uprisings in Brazil. 
Uruguay’s northern neighbor. 

A Brazilian government com¬ 
munication charged that instruc¬ 
tions to leaders of the abortive 
November rebellion were dis¬ 
patched from Montevideo. 

The chief instigator of the up¬ 
risings was alleged to be Luiz 
Carlos Presters, associated with 
the Third Internationale. 

The Brazilian government com¬ 
plained that the Soviet legation 
itself was implicated in the send¬ 
ing of revolutionary instructions 
to Brazil. 

Its communications followed nu¬ 
merous recent accusations by 
South American politicians and 
press that widespread Communis¬ 
tic agitation was being directed 
from Montevideo.

SUIT REVEALS INVENTION POTATO QUOTA 

DEADLINE SET 


Citrus Peel Machine Told 


Dec. 31 is the final day on which 
potato growers can file applica¬ 
tions for 1936 production allot¬ 
ments. Assistant Farm Advisor 
W. M. Cory today warned growers 
of the deadline. Allotments are to 
be made as part of the Agricul¬ 
tural Adjustment administration 
program. Growers are expected 
to be informed of their quotas 
early in February. 

So far between 40 and 50 
Orange county growers have filed 
applications, Mr. Cory said. Fol¬ 
lowing the closing date the appli¬ 
cations will be examined by a local 
committee. One copy of each will 
be sent to Berkeley for further 
approval. Allotments finally will 
be established by a state commit¬ 
tee and will be based on produc¬ 
tion histories of the applicants. 

The allotments will be in pounds 
or bushels of potatoes, instead of 
on an acreage basis. A grower 
who produces more potatoes than 
his quota allows will be taxed 
three-quarters of a cent per pound 
for the excess produced. 

According to the last agricul¬ 
tural census there were 346 acres 
of potatoes in Orange county, the 
production being 33,757 bushels. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27. UP )— 
The state department announced 
today that it had disapproved a 
proposed shipment of chromium 
ore from the Philippines to Italy. 

Its action was taken as a result 
of an inquiry made by the Amer¬ 
ican high commissioner at Manila, 
Frank Murphy, as to whether the 
American neutrality policy would 
be violated if companies operating 
chromium mines in the islands 
filled an order which they had re¬ 
ceived from Italy. 

In reply, the state department 
transmitted though the war de¬ 
partment a statement asserting it 
was contrary to the policy of this 
government to export to warring 
nations, in abnormal quantities, 
commodities which could be used 
for war purposes.

city should control a problem such 
as this.” 

He continued: “Under the law 
today we don’t have local control. 
There is no control of licenses, or 
of the type of place licensed. We 
should raise our license fees, and 
force up the standard of these 
places." 

The liquor situation, according 
to Mr. Edgar, is coqptantly im¬ 
proving. 

“Have a Lot to Learn” 

“The thing is certainly not per¬ 
fection,” he said, “but it has really 
only been here a year. We have 
a lot to learn, and a lot of grow¬ 
ing to do. From a saloon angle I 
the drinking today is much better, j 
We are more civilized about our 
drinking: there are women in ; 
places serving liquor; we all are 
drinking in a much better 
fashion.” 

During prohibition, he said, ! 
when he was working in Orange 
county for the government, more ! 
than $100,000 a year in illicit li¬ 
quor passed through the county, 
This, he claims, except for iso¬ 
lated instances, has been stopped, \ 
and that misplaced revenue is go¬ 
ing to the state. 

He distinctly does not believe in , 
a state monopoly of the liquor 
trade. 

“The government.” it is his con- ; 
tention, "should no more enter 
into this business than it should 
into banking, railroading or utili¬ 
ties. The liquor business is legal, ; 
moral and highly competitive, and 
should not be handed over to the ) 
state. 

“Incidentally, whenever the so- 
railed ‘dry’ forces concede that 
the liquor business is a commod- , 
ity trade, and treat it as such, | 
conditions will be definitely im¬ 
proved. 

“Taxes, however, are too high, 
and should be lowered somewhat. 
A $550,000,000 tax revenue yearly 
to the federal government is too 
high.” I 

The main problems confront¬ 
ing the industry, he reasons, are 
those of enforcement and licens¬ 
ing. 

Urges Stronger Policing 

“We should have a stronger 
state police force,” he said, “with [ 
officers stationed locally to en¬ 
force the regulations. In that 
way we will take the problem 
away from the town constables 
and petty officers, and put it into 
the hands of a qualified and strong 
force, with a knowledge of local 
conditions as well. The power of 
granting licenses certainly should 
remain in the hands of a central 
bureau, such as the state board | 
of equalization.” 

The main thing to be considered, 
he concluded, is the fact that con¬ 
ditions regarding liquor arc on the 
upgrade, that the quality of liquor 
is improving and will improve ' 
more as the age limit is raised, ; 
and that the entire standards of 
the industry are higher. 

“This is a different generation 
we are working with," he said, 
“a level-headed, safer and saner 
generation. It will work out its 
problems, including this one, wise¬ 
ly and well.”

Among them were the American 
Football Coaches Association, the 
College Physical Education Asso¬ 
ciation, the Student Health Asso¬ 
ciation and the Track Coaches As¬ 
sociation. 

Two major gridiron questions 
may be considered by the coaches 
and the N. C. A. A., but any deci¬ 
sive action is unlikely. 

The principal changes mentioned 
so far have concerned changes in 
the penalty for interference with 
pass receivers, and the old sore 
spot—return of the goal posts to 
the goal line. 

Spectators Studied 

The N. C. A. A., which already \ 
has gone on record as being 
strongly opposed to the subsidizing 
of athletes, is expected to rehash 
the subject besides considering the 
often acute problem of spectator 
behavior. 

The principal recommendations 
of the Sportsmanship Brotherhood 1 
of the spectator problem were an 
educational campaign to change 
the attitude of the public and more 
and better police protection. 
"Strongarm” methods of control¬ 
ling obstreperous fans also were 
suggested. 

The sharp contrast between the 
gate receipts at big football games 
and the pay of the officials was 
pointed out by William R, Crow¬ 
ley of New York, retiring president 
of the Eastern Officials group.

SHASTA 

Created Feb. 18, 1850. One of 
the original 27 counties. The deri¬ 
vation of the name of the county, 
which was taken from the moun¬ 
tain of that name, is in doubt. 
Some authorities claim the name 
"Shasta” is derived from Shas- 
ti-ka, the name of a tribe of In¬ 
dians that lived at the base of Mt. 
Shasta. The word "Shas-ti-ka" 
means "stone house or cave dwell¬ 
ers." Other authorities claim that 
the word “Shasta” is a corruption 
of the French word “chaste,” and 
was applied by explorers because 
of the wonderful whiteness or 
chastity of the eternal snow that 
caps the summit of this wonder¬ 
ful peak. 

This county is the twelfth larg¬ 
est in the state. Stock raising, 
agricultural and mineral produc¬ 
tion, lumbering and a mecca for 
sportsmen make Shasta a land of 
many attractions. While millions 
in gold, copper and other ores have 
been mined, geologists believe the 
surface merely has been scratched. 
McCloud river, Rising river and 
Fall river and Burney. Cotton¬ 
wood. Battle and Hat creeks en¬ 
able the county to rank high in po¬ 
tential hydro-electric power. Here 
is located one of the world’s larg¬ 
est single units for power genera¬ 
tion. 

The state of California has un¬ 
dertaken the construction of the 
$7,500,000 Kennett dam. which will 
hold in storage the flood waters of 
the Sacramento river and develop 
an almost unlimited kilowatt hours 
of electrical energy annually. 

Anderson, Happy and Fall river 
valleys ar exceptionally fertile and 
noted for their agricultural pro¬ 
duction. 

Shasta has the only active vol¬ 
cano in the United States. Lassen 
Peak, which is in Lassen Volcanic 
National park. The last eruption 
was in 1915, but the lava flow was 
not sufficient to cause much dam¬ 
age. 

The county is famous for its 
vacation resorts, and thousands of 
tourists are attracted to Burney 
Falls. Castle Cra*s, the Ice Caves 
on Hat creek and the California 
Caves. 

Redding, the county seat, was 
established in the gold rush days, 
but Shasta, a few miles to the 
west, was the main community, 
and in 1851 and 1852 was the larg¬ 
est city north of San Francisco. 
In 1888 county offices were moved 
from Shasta to Redding. Shasta, 
now in ruins, is a historic and ro¬ 
mantic spot. This town is consid¬ 
ered the cradle of Masonry in Cali¬ 
fornia. The old Masonic building 
has defied time and the elements 
since its erection in 1853. Popu- 
laton, 13,927; area, 3858 square 
miles.

'up north,’ but I don’t know who 
it was." 

West To Be Called 

Waiting to be called was Roland 
West, director-producer, who tes¬ 
tified at the inquest Miss Todd 
was his “best friend.” He and 
Miss Todd operated the "Sidewalk 
cafe” near the garage where her 
body was found a week ago Mon¬ 
day. An autopsy fixed the cause 
of death as monoxide poisoning. 

Stormy weather delayed the ar¬ 
rival here from the east of Pas- 
quale di Cicco, former husband of 
Miss Todd, expected by airplane 
this afternoon. 

Waiting also for the grand jury 
was R. H. W. Schafer, manager of 
the "Sidewalk cafe.” He reported 
that souvenir hunters had de¬ 
scended in such numbers on the 
seaside eating place north of 
Santa Monica he was forced to 
take extraordinary precautions. 

Napkins and silverware have 
disappeared, he said, and one man 
was even caught trying to chip 
away a brick from the outside of 
the cafe. 

Commenting on a report that 
Miss Todd was involved in a vio¬ 
lent argument with a man in her 
restaurant several weeks ago, Mr. 
West declared:

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DISTRIBUTING WHAT WE PRODUCE 

M EMBERS of three service clubs, meeting jointly yes¬ 
terday, were impressed by a talk delivered by Dr. 
Paul Perigord, professor of French civilization at the 
University of California at Los Angeles. Dr. Perigord 
stressed a point which has had observers guessing ever 
since we began to hear anything about a New Deal. He 
declared America’s real problem now is distribution of 
what it produces. 

None of the wise professors attached to the Roose¬ 
velt administration ever has offered a solution to that 
very important problem. Instead, they have destroyed 
and killed in an effort to balance consumption with pro¬ 
duction or to make the scales weigh heavier on the con¬ 
sumption side. 

Dr. Perigord’s assertion that there can be no real 
prosperity as long as there are starving millions in a land 
of plenty, is not a new thought, of course, but it is one 
to which there has been given only passing attention. 

It has been our contention that an administration 
forceful and powerful enough to turn us topsy turvy with 
so many alphabetical innovations, might have busied it¬ 
self on just that problem—distribution. We often have 
asked students of economics as well as some of our best 
business heads, why it would not be practicable for the 
government to commandeer the production of one section 
of the country and ship it to another, with freight rates, 
middle-men charges and retailers’ prices regulated so all 
might profit and still deliver the commodity to the con¬ 
sumer at a price he could afford to pay. The only answer 
we ever received was that big business would not stand 
for such a radical move; it would border too closely on 
socialism. Probably that’s the answer, but we have a 
notion something akin to it will come before this coun¬ 
try is many years older. 

BORAH’S POLITICAL COUP 

N O MORE wholesome thing could have happened for 
the Republican party, we believe, than Senator Borah’s 
aggressive entry into the presidential race. 

A few days ago it looked as if, through default of the 
liberal element, the Grand Old Party was to remain in the 
grasp of the Old Guard. It looked as if some of the lead¬ 
ing candidates now in the field would kill each other off 
in a repetition of the Wood-Lowden deadlock of 1920, 
and land the party in another “smoke-filled hotel room’’ 
where the bosses would hand-pick a tweedledum or a 
tweedledee to head the ticket. 

But the entry of the eloquent Idaho progressive 
changes the picture. If he takes earnestly to the hustings, 
and Borah delegates are placed on the tickets in those 
states which have presidential primaries, the issues be¬ 
tween liberalism and reaction in party policies should be 
effectively dramatized, and rank and file Republican 
voters may be able to make their wishes heard and heed¬ 
ed at the Cleveland convention. 

We hope Senator Borah goes into every state which 
holds a preferential primary, and we believe his chances 
of winning are good in all that he enters. Yet we know 
the cards are stacked against him. In too many states 
delegates to the national convention are chosen at state 
conventions packed and controlled by Old Guard bosses, 
and in others preference primaries are held under rules 
so complex as to deny the voter a clear-cut choice. 

Moreover, this year the Old Guard bosses will have 
plenty of money to spend. Big business interests which 
desire a subservient national administration know it is 
impossible to block the renomination of President Roose¬ 
velt by the Democrats. So they are expected to loosen 
the purse-strings to the Republicans in return for prom¬ 
ises of a reactionary platform, a reactionary candidate, 
and a return to the dog-eat-dog economics upon which 
they built the false prosperity of the ’20’s and left a 
sacked people to fend for themselves in the early ’30’s. 

The political coup Senator Borah has undertaken to 
thwart, believing a campaign based on a return to the 
old order would bring a disastrous defeat to the Repub¬ 
lican party, whose leadership he has long criticised but 
whose banner he has never deserted. 

A majority of rank and file Republicans, we believe, 
join us in wishing Senator Borah godspeed. He has his 
faults. But no other Republican is so well equipped to 
succeed in the mission he is undertaking. None other so 
completely enjoys the trust of the common man. None 
other has his experience and talent. None other his long 
record of honesty and humanity.

^WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Don’t 
vv jump to hasty conclusions j 
about this Borah “candidacy” for i 
the GOP presidential nomination, j 
It is not all it appears to be on 
the surface. 

Borah’s decision to go after con¬ 
vention delegates in the Wiscon¬ 
sin, Ohio and other state primar¬ 
ies, does NOT mean he has made 
up his mind he wants the nomi¬ 
nation. 

The paradox proves the truth 
of that old axiom: “In politics, 
two and two do not necessarily 
add up to four.” 

The real inside on the situa¬ 
tion is this: 

Borah is approaching 71. His 
senatorial term expires next year. 
He has been in the senate 28 
years, is dean of the chamber in 
length of service. He is virtual¬ 
ly certain of re-eiection. Further¬ 
more, continued public life is as 
necessary to Borah as is light and 
air. 

That is one set of controlling 
factors. There is also another. 
Borah, privately, is very doubt- 
:ari grey ful of the present possibilities of 
persistent defeating Roosevelt. Four months 
later, the situation may be dif¬ 
ferent. But right now he consid¬ 
ers Roosevelt far in the lead. At 
the same time Borah is deeply 
and bitterly hostile to Hoover. To 
a lesser degree, but still strong¬ 
ly, he disapproves of Knox, Lan- 
don, Vandenberg and the herd of 
“favorite son” aspirants. 

Regardless of what he may 
think of the chances of licking 
Roosevelt next June, Borah is de¬ 
termined to do two things: (1) 
leave no stone upturned to pre¬ 
vent the nomination of Hoover; 
(2) have a big say in the writ¬ 
ing of the Republican platform 
and the selection of the candi¬ 
date. 

This, in brief, sums up the be¬ 
hind-the-scenes picture. 

On the one hand is Borah’s 
senate seat, prized by him almost 
as much as his own life. On the 
other hand is the heady lure of 
the Presidency, his current secret 
doubt of the value of the Republi¬ 
can nomination, his deep hatred 
of Hoover and grim determina¬ 
tion to be the "big gun” of the 
Cleveland nomination.

F LIGHT of the Lindbergh family turns a new light on 
the G-men. 

These bright young federal officers were fast being 
built up by newspaper and movie publicity into sort of 
super-sleuths. They were becoming public heroes, like 
football stars and share-the-wealth advocates. 

Perhaps the Lindbergh episode, which reveals that 
G-men may not be so efficient as some of their admirers 
claim, will end some of this foolish adulation and put a 
truer and fairer estimate on their worth. 

The G-men have made a fine showing in the 40 or 
50 cases which they have handled since the Lindbergh 
law authorized them to work on kidnapings. Every case 
has been at least partly solved. 

But the fact remains that the G-man is practically 
helpless in these cases without the aid of local authori¬ 
ties. They cannot operate efficiently without the tips, 
co-operation, fingerprint records, and information which 
they get from police, constables and sheriffs all over the 
nation. 

After all there are only 600 G-men. They can never 
hope to replace the 500,000 other peace officers in this 
country. And it is foolish and unfair to make them the 
mythical heroes of law and order. 


The Republicans, too, have lit¬ 
tle occasion to glory in ancient 
heroes. There was Lincoln, but 
such a miracle does not belong to 
any party nor to any age. He is 
the common possession of the 
race. 

And the long history of 80 years 
since the party began has not been 
particularly rich in men of genius.
